LI HUNG CHANG.

Liberality ef the Views of the Chinese
Statesman.

It is cleimed that notwithstanding
Li Hung Chang has shown some liber.
ality of views toward modern improve-
ments and education, he is at heart o
hater of foreigners, and has an abiding
faith im Chinese institutions and meth-
ods of gpovernment, He is, it is true,
a great admirer of Confucian philos-
ophy, and remembering the enduring
history of his people we can hardly
wonder at his devotion to the institn-
tions which have made that history
possible. When we call to mind the
experience China has had with certain
western nations, it might not be con-
sidered strange if his attachment te
foreigners was not very ardent; but
in all his publie life, says John W, Fos-
ter in Century, his condncet shows
that he feels the need of foreign ald,
und is disposed to give it proper wel-
come, and of all Chinese statesmen he
is the most libecral-minded and free
from prejudice. He is far from claim-
ing that the present system of govern-
ment is perfect. He has, in fact, urged
upon the authorities at Peking two im-
portant changes which look to s reform
of the most serious defects in the sys-
iem; to wit, the withdrawal from the
viceroys of provinces of powers which
should be exercised only by the imperial
government, and such a change in the
method of admission to the public serv-
iee as will liberalize the examinntions,
and make fitness rather than scholar-
ship the test. There are other changes
which he would gladly bring abeut it
he had the power; buf, as he confessed
to Merquis Ito, “China is hampered by
antiquated customs which prevent de-
sirnble reforms.” .

_Blight Eruption of Mt. Hood.

The Hood River Glacier best tells the
story of the eruption of Mt. Hood on
Wednesday of last week. William Kil-
lingsworth and psrty, consisting of
twenty-one persons, had made & euc-
cesgsful ascent and were on their way
down and had reached a crevasse some
400 feet below the sommit. This crev-
asse is of unkaown depth for the greater
part of its length, but was npearly filled
at the place where the party croesed it.
When aboet half the party had crossed
a rumbling sound, resembling the roar
of distant thunder or artillery, was
heard. The next instant the mountsin
trembled, and on looking up, emoke and
gteam were seen issoing from a tower-
ingcitf directly above them. The air
seemed to be filled with flying rocks,
and an avalanche of bonlders came tear-
ing down the mountain side directly
toward the point where the helpless
little knot of mountain climbers were
gtanding. There was no time to think,
no way of escape, and no power on
earth could stop the downward flight of
the leaping boulders.. Insn instant al-

|'most the stream of boulders was mpon

them. One of the largest struck near
Migs Fay Killingeworth. BShe was lifted
some fifteen feet into the air, her body
being twisted into a circle, eo that her
hands and feet tonched, and then thrown
into & crevaese some ten feet deep, where
she was picked up unnconscions. The
boulder cleared this crevasse and then
continued down the mountain side.

The guide who accompanied the party
at once went to the young lady’s rescoe,
Upon getting down into the crevasse he
eaw only a piece of the girl’e dress. By
dint of hard work, however, he soon had
the body uncovered and managed to get
her ont. Her face and hands were
broised and bleeding and she was un-
congcions., A small flagk of brandy was
the only restorative at hand, and this
was applied with the desired result.
She had to be carried down the moun-
tain, and then Dr. Raffety was sum-
moned by telephone from Portland, as it
was feared she was seriously and per-
haps fatally injured. But no bones
were broken.
however, and it wiil take some time to
recover from the shock. Several others
in the party were also etrack by rocks,
but none of them were seriously in-
jured.

The ernption lasted but a few minutes.
After the rocks and ashes that were
thrown up had Tallen and the boulders
reached their destingtion- at the foot of
the mounntain, all was serene again.

glary and Blgamy.

‘I'he officers of the city have had a ter-
rible tale of woe poured into their ears
today by a woman calling hersell Mra.
Martha Brown, who is anxions to swear
out a complaint charging her lus<band
with “failing to sapport her.” She baila
fromn New Haven, Conn., end while the
charge may be legal and punishable by
a fine or imprisonment, or both, in Yan-
keedom, it doth not appear as a crline
on the Oregon statate. There are many
men in Oregon who not only fail to sup-
port their wives, but are often supported
by them. The sheriff upon listening to
Mrs. Biown's tronbles pecured a hearing
for her before the recorder, but he un-
teelingly . would not issue the desired
warrant of arrest, and she wassent to
Justice Filloon. Boon afterwards she
tried to get Attorney Story to do some-
thing for her, but she must have failed,
for shortly agnin, ehe was aronnd at the
place of beginning, and nothing bad
been sccomplished toward punishing
her recreant husband.

Her story is that Mr. Brown had been
persunded to came to Oregon through
the letters of some women living near
the city on s farm, he claiming to her
they were his sisters; that shortly after
arriving he became strangely familiar
with them, congidering the alleged sis-
terly relation, and that his affections for
her correspondingly decreased. He had
not been the most faithfol of husbands
even in New Haven, where he pursued
the trade of a shoemaker, but she would
have lived with him here 1f he had be-
haved himself. Now she wants him ar-
rested for non-support, and to prove it,
she asserts that he was a burglar in Con-
necticut, has served a sentence of eigh
years in states prison, and has anotber
wife in Kentucky, and is therefore a
bipamist. BShe has been married to him
20 yeara and has a grown danghter. He
had threatened to cot her throat if ehe
told all these things, but she concluded
to chance it.

Brown had not procured her coveted

warrant, though it will readily be con-
ceded that if her story is true, she ocoght
to hava it.
